“Development is threat¬ 
ened by war," Obama said, 
and war often arises from 
bad governance.

World leaders have already 
begun a whirlwind series 
of closed-door meetings 


on Syria on the U.N. side¬ 
lines.Obama meets Mon¬ 
day with Russian President 
Vladimir Putin, who hasn't 
shown up to the U.N. meet¬ 
ing for a decade. 

Earlier Sunday, French Pres¬ 
ident Francois Hollande an¬ 
nounced his country’s first 
airstrikes in Syria, raising the 
stakes in a region where a 
U.S.-led coalition nervously 
watches a new Russian 
military buildup near Syria's 
Mediterranean coast. □

UNITEDNATIONS(AP)— Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama on 
Sunday committed the 
U.S. to a new blueprint to 
eliminate poverty and hun¬ 
ger around the world, tell¬ 
ing a global summit that 
a sweeping new develop¬ 
ment agenda is “not char¬ 
ity but instead is one of the 
smartest investments we 
can make in our own fu¬ 
ture.” 

It was the first of two ad¬ 
dresses Obama is making 
at the United Nations. His 
second on Monday morn¬ 
ing, to the annual U.N. 
General Assembly of world 
leaders, will be a broader 
examination of world is¬ 
sues, especially the ever¬ 
more complicated conflict 
in Syria and the related ref¬ 
ugee crisis. 

As Secretary of State John 


Kerry put it after a meeting 
on the sidelines Sunday, “It 
would be a complete un¬ 
derstatement to say that 
we meet at a challenging 
time.” 

Obama offered a powerful 
defense of a 15-year devel¬ 
opment agenda and will 
require trillions of dollars of 
effort from countries, com¬ 
panies and civil society. 

He told delegates that 800 
million men, women and 
children scrape by on less 
than $1.25 a day and that 
billions of people are at 
risk of dying from prevent¬ 
able diseases. He called 
it a “moral outrage" that 
many children are just one 
mosquito bite away from 
death. 

And, with a possible nod 
toward his address on Mon¬ 
day, he noted that “mili¬ 
tary interventions might 
have been avoided over

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Pope 
Francis urged hundreds of 
thousands of the faithful 
gathered Sunday for the 
biggest event of his U.S. vis¬ 
it to be open to “miracles 
of love,” closing out his six- 
day tour with a message of 
hope for families, consola¬ 
tion for victims of child sex¬ 
ual abuse and a warning 
to America’s bishops. 
Organizers had predicted 
a crowd of 1 million for Fran¬ 
cis’ open-air Mass, and the 
Benjamin Franklin Parkway 
overflowed with the jubi¬ 
lant. They endured hours- 
long lines and airport-style 
security checks to see his¬ 
tory’s first pope from the 
Americas in the birthplace 
of the United States. 


The Mass — the final event 
on Francis’ itinerary before 
the 78-year-old pontiff was 
to return to Rome — was 
a brilliant tableau of gold, 
green and white in the 
slanted evening sunlight of

a mild early-autumn day. 
Riding through the streets 
in his open-sided popemo¬ 
bile, the pontiff waved to 
cheering, screaming, sing¬ 
ing, flag-waving crowds 
as he made his way to the 


altar at the steps of the col¬ 
umned Philadelphia Muse¬ 
um of Art. 

With a towering golden 
crucifix behind him, Fran¬ 
cis told his listeners that 
their presence itself was “a 
kind of miracle in today’s 
world,” an affirmation of 
the family and the power 
of love. 

“Would that all of us could 
be open to miracles of love 
for the sake of all the fami¬ 
lies of the world,” he said to 
the hushed crowd spread 
out along the tree-lined 
boulevard before him. 
Crowds a mile away fell 
silent during the Com¬ 
munion part of the Mass. 
Some people knelt on the 
paving stones at City Hall, 
a few blocks from the altar. 
June Bounds, 56, of Roch¬ 
ester, New York, watched 


the Mass with fellow pa¬ 
rishioners on a large screen 
set up at City Hall, closing 
her eyes and blinking back 
tears. “It’s very overwhelm¬ 
ing," she said. “You feel 
like you’re one body with 
everyone here, wheth¬ 
er you're here, whether 
you're back home, wheth¬ 
er you’re anywhere in the 
world.” Of the pope, she 
said: “He's brought so 
much joy and holy spirit 
into the United States. It 
doesn't matter if you're a 
Catholic; he's just trying 
to unite everybody for a 
better world.” Earlier in the 
day, Francis had a differ¬ 
ent message for families 
scarred by the sins of the 
church itself. 

The pope met with five vic¬ 
tims of child sexual abuse 
and told them he was 
“deeply sorry" for the times 
they came forward to tell 
their stories and weren't 
believed. He assured them 
that he believes them and 
that bishops who cov¬ 
ered up for abusers will be 
made to answer for what 
they did. “I pledge to you 
that we will follow the path 
of truth wherever it may 
lead," Francis said in Span¬ 
ish. “Clergy and bishops 
will be held accountable 
when they abuse or fail to 
protect children." 

A few minutes later, he 
went into a meeting of 
bishops from the U.S. and 
around the world who 
were in town for a Catholic 
festival on the family and 
told them the same thing. 
“God weeps” over what 
was done to the young¬ 
sters, he lamented. 

The pope has agreed to 
create a new Vatican tri¬ 
bunal to prosecute bish¬ 
ops who failed to protect 
their flock, and he has ac¬ 
cepted the resignations of 
three U.S. bishops accused 
of mishandling abuse 
cases.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Demo¬ 
cratic presidential front¬ 
runner Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton on Sunday again de¬ 
fended heruse of a privafe 
email server while she was 
secretary of state, com¬ 
paring the multiple investi¬ 
gations to Republican-led 
probes into her husband’s 
administration more than 
two decades ago. 

“It is like a drip, drip, drip. 
And that's why I said, 
there's only so much that I 
can control," she said in an 
interview on NBC's “Meet 
the Press." “I can’t predict 
to you what the Repub¬ 
licans will come up with, 
what kind of, you know, 
charges or claims they 
might make.” 

Clinton likened the inquiries 


into her correspondence to 
controversies like that over 
the Whitewater land deal 
that trailed her husband's 
campaign and much of his 
administration, saying that 
voters in New York elected 
her to the Senate despite 
years of political questions. 
“During the ‘90s, I was sub¬ 
jected to the same kind 
of barrage. And it was, it 
seemed to be at the time, 
endless,” she said. “When I 
ran for the Senate, people 
said, ‘Hey, we are more 
concerned about what 
you're going to do for us.' 
And I trust the voters to 
make that decision this 
time around too." 

The historical comparison 
marks a new line of de¬ 
fense for Clinton, who has 
seen her poll numbers fall 
amid lingering questions

Bill Clinton: 

Global Initiative has gotten good results

NEW YORK (AP) — The Clin¬ 
ton Global Initiative’s blend 
of government and private- 
sector effort has helped mil¬ 
lions of people worldwide, 
former President Bill Clinton 
said Sunday, highlighting 
the philanthropic network's 
accomplishments at a time 
when his family’s charitable 
efforts have come under 
scrutiny. 

The 10-year-old initiative 
has facilitated programs 
that aided more than 430 
million people in 180 coun¬ 
tries, with government, pri¬ 
vate and civil-society enti¬ 
ties working together in 90 
percent of the programs. 


he noted at the initiative’s 
annual meeting. 

“There are some people 
who don't understand it 
or question whether it's a 
good idea," the Demo¬ 
cratic former president 
said, but it’s gotten results. 
Forty-six million children 
have better educational 
opportunities, more than 
110 million women and 
children have better ac¬ 
cess to health care, and 
clean drinking water is 
more available to over 27 
million people, he said. 

The initiative gets corpora¬ 
tions and governments to 
channel money into proj¬ 
ects meant to solve inter¬ 
national problems, without 


direct donations from its 
parent organization, the 
Bill, Hillary and Chelsea 
Clinton Foundation. 

The foundation has raised 
more than $2 billion since 
2001 to fight poverty, glob¬ 
al warming, AIDS, child¬ 
hood obesity and other 
problems. 

But amid Hillary Rodham 
Clinton’s presidential cam¬ 
paign, the foundation has 
faced questions this year 
about foreign donors and 
other aspects of its fund¬ 
raising. 

The Clintons have denied 
any improprieties and 
have said the criticism 
amounts to election-sea¬ 
son attacks. □ 
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US drinking water imperiled by failing infrastructure

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — 

Deep inside a 70-year-old 
water-treatment plant, 
drinking water for Iowa’s 
capital city is cleansed of 
harmful nitrates that come 
from the state’s famously 
rich farmland. 

Without Des Moines Water 
Works, the central Iowa re¬ 
gion of 500,000 people that 
it serves wouldn’t have a 
thriving economy. But after 
decades of ceaseless ser¬ 
vice, the utility is confront¬ 
ing an array of problems: 
Water mains are cracking 
open hundreds of times 
every year. Rivers that pro¬ 
vide its source water are 
increasingly polluted. And 
the city doesn’t know how 
it will afford a $150 million 
treatment plant at a time 
when revenues are down 
and maintenance costs 
are up. 

“We're reaching the end 
of the life cycle of some 
of the most critical assets 
we’ve got,” said Bill Stowe, 
CEO and general manag¬ 
er of the utility, where the 
downtown plant was built 
long before nitrates that 
can harm infants became 
a pressing concern. 

Around the U.S., scores of 
decaying drinking water 
systems built around the 
time of World War II and 
earlier are in need of re¬ 
placement. The costs to 
rebuild will be stagger¬ 
ing. The costs of inaction 
are already piling up. The 


challenge is deepened by 
drought conditions in some 
regions and government 
mandates to remove more 
contaminants. 

At stake is the continued 
availability of clean, cheap 
drinking water — a public 
health achievement that 
has fueled the nation’s 
growth for generations. 
“The future is getting a little 
dark for something as ba¬ 
sic and fundamental as 
water,” said Adam Krantz 
of the Water Infrastructure 
Network, a lobbying group 
that is fighting cuts to key 
federal water programs. 
Unlike pothole-scarred 
roads or crumbling bridges, 
decaying water systems of¬ 


ten go unnoticed until they 
fail. But without big chang¬ 
es in national policy, lo¬ 
cal governments and their 
ratepayers will be largely 
on their own in paying for 
the upgrades. The amount 
of federal money available 
is a drop in the bucket. That 
will mean rising water rates 
for customers, a trend that 
expected to continue for 
years. 

“That’s the key that Ameri¬ 
cans have to understand: If 
they want this system, they 
are going to have to be 
willing to finance it,” said 
Greg DiLoreto, past presi¬ 
dent of the American Soci¬ 
ety of Civil Engineers, which 
has warned of a future with

more equipment failures 
that will disrupt water ser¬ 
vice, transportation and 
commerce. 

More than a million miles 
(1.6 million kilometers) of 
underground pipes dis¬ 
tribute water to American 
homes, and maintaining 
that network remains the 
largest and costliest long¬ 
term concern. 

As they get older, they fail 
in different ways. Some split 
and rupture, with an es¬ 
timated 700 main breaks 
occurring around the U.S. 
every day. The most dev¬ 
astating failures damage 
roadways, close business¬ 
es and shut off service for 
hours or days. 


Utilities have long struggled 
to predict when to replace 
pipes, which have vastly dif¬ 
ferent life cycles depend¬ 
ing on the materials they 
are made from and where 
they are buried. Experts say 
a peak of up to 20,000 miles 
(32,000 kilometers) of pipe 
will need to be replaced 
annually beginning around 
2035, up from roughly 5,000 
miles (8,000 kilometers) cur¬ 
rently. Each mile can cost 
$500,000 or more. 

The impacts are playing 
out across the U.S. The 
Philadelphia water depart¬ 
ment, the nation’s oldest, 
is already spending tens of 
millions of dollars more per 
year to replace its worst 
pipes. Yet the city saw more 
than 900 water main breaks 
in the most recent budget 
year. In June, two massive 
breaks forced evacuations 
and damaged cars, homes 
and businesses. 

The massive main break 
that flooded the UCLA 
campus in Los Angeles in 
2014 was widely seen as a 
wakeup call for failing infra¬ 
structure. 

Pipes aren’t the only com¬ 
ponents in need of big in¬ 
vestments. Many treatment 
plants are old and need to 
be replaced or rebuilt at 
a cost of tens of millions of 
dollars even in small cities. 
New valves to control wa¬ 
ter flow, new pumping sta¬ 
tions to keep up pressure 
and new tanks to store wa¬ 
ter are also needed. □

PARIS (AP) — Six French jet 
fighters targeted and de¬ 
stroyed an Islamic State 
training camp in eastern 
Syria in a five-hour opera¬ 
tion on Sunday, President 
Francois Hollande an¬ 
nounced, making good 
on a promise to go after 
the group that he has said 
is planning attacks against 
several countries, including 
France. 

The multiple airstrikes were 
the first in Syria by France 
as it expands its mission 
against IS, until now cen¬ 
tered in Iraq. 

“The camp was totally de¬ 
stroyed,” Hollande said 
Sunday after arriving at the 
United Nations, before fhe 
start of a major develop¬ 
ment summit and the U.N. 
General Assembly bringing 
together world leaders. 
“We're sure there were no 
casualties" among civil¬ 
ians, he added. 

The French president’s of¬ 
fice announced the strikes, 
without details, in a state¬ 
ment hours earlier. 

“Our nation will strike each 
time our national security 
is at stake,” the statement 
said. 

Hollande told reporters 
the strikes on the training 
camp, and others to come, 
were aimed at “protecting

IS loyalists kill 3 
police in attack 
in Afghanistan

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — 

Islamic State gunmen at¬ 
tacked checkpoints in east¬ 
ern Afghanistan on Sunday, 
killing three police in the 
group’s first attack on the 
country’s security forces, 
Afghan officials said. 

The spokesman for the gov¬ 
ernor of Nangarhar prov¬ 
ince, Ahmad Zia Abdulzai, 
said another eight police 
were wounded in the at¬ 
tack in the Achin district, 
bordering Pakistan. 
Afghanistan responded to 
the pre-dawn attack with a 
wave of airstrikes that killed 
85 IS militants, according 
to a statement from the 
Afghan intelligence agen¬ 
cy. "All the terrorists killed 
were Pakistani citizens,” un¬ 
der the command of Hafiz 
Saeed, who was also killed, 
the National Directorate of 
Security statement said. 
Elsewhere in the country, 
a car bomb near a cricket 
match in the eastern Pak- 
tika province killed nine 
people and wounded 33, 
according to the Interior 
Ministry. The Taliban said 
they were not behind the 
attack. Until now IS loyal¬ 
ists in Afghanistan have 
only clashed with Taliban 
insurgents. The two militant 
groups are fighting for Is¬ 
lamic rule but are bitterly 
divided over strategy and 
leadership. A statement 
purportedly issued by an IS 
affiliate claimed a "big at¬ 
tack” in Nangarhar. 

The group, referring to itself 
as the Khorasan Province 
of the Islamic State, posted 
a statement on Twitter that 
was circulated by support¬ 
ers. It said militants seized 
two army barracks in Achin, 
set fire to an army vehicle, 
seized weapons and killed 
nine "apostates.”□ 


Putin slams US policy in Syria ahead of Obama meet 
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Iraq to share intelligence on IS with Syria, Russia and Iran

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s 
military said Sunday it will 
begin sharing "security and 
intelligence” information 
with Syria, Russia and Iran 
to help combat the Islamic 
State group, a move that 
could further complicate 
U.S. efforts to battle the 
extremists without working 
with Damascus and its al¬ 
lies. A statement issued by 
the Joint Operations Com¬ 
mand said the countries 
will "help and cooperate 
in collecting information 
about the terrorist Daesh 
group," using the Arabic 
acronym for the IS group. 
Iraq has long had close ties 
with neighboring Iran and 
has coordinated with Teh¬ 
ran in fighting IS — which 
controls about a third of 
Iraq and Syria in a self-de¬ 
clared caliphate. Iran has 
sent military advisers to Iraq 
and worked closely with 
Shiite militias battling the IS 
group. 

A U.S.-led coalition has 
meanwhile been conduct¬ 
ing airstrikes against IS in 
Iraq and Syria as well as 
training and advising Iraqi 
forces, but U.S. officials insist 
they are not coordinating 
their efforts with Iran. 

The U.S. also refuses to co¬ 
operate with Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad, who 
Washington has insisted 
should step down. Russia 
and Iran have provided 
crucial support to Assad 
since Syria’s uprising began 
in 2011. 

The Baghdad-based 

spokesman for the U.S.-led 
campaign against the IS 
group.

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Pro-secession parties in Catalonia win landmark vote

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) — 

Pro-secession parties push¬ 
ing for Spain’s northeastern 
Catalonia region to break 
away and form a new 
Mediterranean nation won 
a landmark vote Sunday 
by capturing a majority of 
seafs in fhe region’s parlia¬ 
ment seffing up a possible 
showdown over indepen¬ 
dence with the central 
government in Madrid. 

With 97 percent of the vote 
counted, the “Together 
for Yes” group of seces¬ 
sionists had 62 seats in the 


135-member parliament. If 
they join forces with the left- 
wing pro-independence 
Popular Unity Candidacy 
party, which won 10 seats, 
they will have the 68 seats 
needed to push forward 
their plan to make Cata¬ 
lonia independent from 
Spain by 2017. 

But CUP had insisted that 
it would only join an inde¬ 
pendence bid if secession¬ 
ist parties won more than 
50 percent of the popular 
vote. They won only about 
46 percent because of a 
quirk in Spanish election 
law that gives a higher pro¬ 
portion of legislative seats 


to rural areas with fewer 
voters. 

Still, Catalonia leader Artur 
Mas claimed victory as a 
jubilant crowd interrupted 
him with cheers and chants 
of “Independence!” 

Many Catalans who favor 
breaking away from Spain 
say their industrialized re¬ 
gion, which represents 
nearly a fifth of Spain's 
economic output, pays too 
much in taxes and receives 
less than its fair share of 
government investment. 
“As democrats we were 
prepared to accept the 
defeat. Now, we demand 
that they accept the vic¬ 


tory for Catalonia and the 
victory of the ‘yes,’” he 
said. “We have a lot of 
work ahead, we won’t let 
you down, we know we 
have the democratic man¬ 
date. We have won and 
that gives us an enormous 
strength to push this project 
forward.” 

The pro-independence 
parties had nearly 48 per¬ 
cent of the popular vote, 
falling just short of a ma¬ 
jority because of a quirk in 
Spanish election law that 
gives a higher proportion 
of legislative seats to rural 
areas with fewer voters. 
Critics said the pro-inde¬ 
pendence forces failed to 
gain legitimacy for their se¬ 
cession push with the elec¬ 
tion result. 

“They have lost the elec¬ 
tions as a de facto referen¬ 
dum because they haven't 
won the 50 percent of the 
vote. Mas should resign," 
said candidate Carlos 
Carrizosa of the anti-inde¬ 
pendence Citizens party, 
which won the second- 
highest number of seats. 
Popular Unity Candidacy 
leader David Fernandez 
insisted in a television in¬ 
terview that his party “will 
not be the one to fail in¬ 
dependence.” But differ¬ 
ences are already appar¬ 
ent as party leaders have 
declared that they want 
an immediate declaration 
of independence rather 
than the 18-month seces¬ 
sion roadmap favored by 
the “Yes” bloc. 


Secessionists have long 
pushed for an indepen¬ 
dence referendum, but 
Spain’s central govern¬ 
ment refused to allow it, 
saying such a vote would 
be unconstitutional. So the 
pro-independence parties 
pitched the vote for re¬ 
gional parliamentary seats 
as a de facto plebiscite. 
The parliament, based in 
Barcelona, represents the 
northeastern region of 7.5 
million people bordering 
France that is responsible 
for nearly a fifth of Spain's 
economic output. 

Spanish Prime Minister Mari¬ 
ano Rajoy's ruling Popular 
Party government says it 
will use all legal means to 
prevent Catalonia from 
breaking away, an exit 
European leaders have 
warned would include 
ejection from the Europe¬ 
an Union despite claims by 
secession supporters that a 
way may be found for an 
independent Catalonia 
to stay. Spain’s govern¬ 
ment has also said it is con¬ 
cerned that if Catalonia 
tries to break free it would 
disrupt the fragile signs of 
economic recovery for the 
country that has endured 
unemployment of over 22 
percent for several years. 
But the ruling party’s can¬ 
didate to lead Catalonia, 
Xavier Garcia Albiol, ac¬ 
knowledged that Sunday's 
result was a blow. 

“These are not the results 
that we expected or want¬ 
ed,” he said.Q 
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UK’s Labour backs down on vote on scrapping nuclear weapons

would also have opened 
a rift between Corbyn and 
many Labour lawmakers, 
who support retaining nu¬ 
clear weapons. Parliament 
is due to decide next year 
how to replace the aging 
Trident system. 

The divide between pro- 
and anti-nuclear forces 
has long been a fault-line 
in the Labour Party. It was 
Prime Minister Clement At¬ 
tlee's Labour government 
that developed atomic 
weapons in the years fol¬ 
lowing World War II, mak¬ 
ing Britain the world's third 
nuclear-armed state after 
the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

Labour briefly adopted a 
policy of unilateral disarma¬ 
ment under leader Michael 
Foot, whose election-losing 
1983 party manifesto was 
described by one Labour 


lawmaker as “the longest 
suicide note in history." 
Labour’s 1980s defeats led 
Blair and other young lead¬ 
ers to create “New Labour,” 
repositioning the party as 
patriotic, pro-business and 
strong on defense. 
“Defense and security has 
been an issue that the La¬ 
bour Party has been very, 
very keen to keep main¬ 
stream, certainly since 
the 1980s," said Richard 
Whitman, an associate fel¬ 
low at international affairs 
think-tank Chatham House. 
New Labour won three 
consecutive elections from 
1997, but the party lost 
power in 2010 and was 
trounced by Prime Minister 
David Cameron’s Conser¬ 
vatives in a May election 
that focused largely on 
perceptions of economic 
competence^

LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 
Labour Party has decided 
to leave the country’s nu¬ 
clear weapons alone. 

The opposition party's new 
leader, Jeremy Corbyn, 
opposes atomic weap¬ 
ons, and had said the issue 
would be debated at the 
party’s annual conference, 
which opened Sunday. 

But after Labour-support¬ 
ing trade unions said they 
would vote to keep nucle¬ 
ar weapons and protect 
thousands of defense jobs, 
delegates dropped the is¬ 
sue from the conference 
agenda. 

It’s a setback for left-wing¬ 
er Corbyn, who wants the 
party to consider policies 
long considered off the po¬ 
litical agenda, from nation¬ 
alizing industry to diverging 
on foreign policy from the 
U.S. 

He said earlier Sunday that 
Britain should get rid of its 
“weapon of mass destruc¬ 
tion” and scrap the Trident 
nuclear program. 


Britain has been a nuclear 
power since the 1950s, and 
both Labour and Conser¬ 
vative governments have 
consistently supported 
atomic weapons. Since the 
1990s, Britain’s nuclear de¬ 
terrent has consisted of four 
Royal Navy submarines 
armed with Trident missiles. 
News that Trident would 
be debated at the con¬ 
ference for the first time 
in many years had been 
hailed as a victory by an¬ 
ti-nuclear activists — but 
caused despair for Labour 
centrists, who fear the par¬ 
ty faces electoral oblivion 
under Corbyn. 

John McTernan, a former 
aide to Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, argued that nuclear 
weapons are “deeply and 
broadly supported” by Brit¬ 
ish voters. 

“So to make the center- 
piece of your first confer¬ 
ence a turn towards unilat¬ 
eralism is a resounding sig¬ 
nal to the public that you 
don't want to be a party of 
government," he said.

According to Mexico's 
former attorney general, 
local police illegally de¬ 
tained the students and 
then turned them over to 
the local drug gang Guer¬ 
reros Unidos, which then 
allegedly killed them and 
incinerated their remains. 

A group of independent 
experts assembled by the 
Inter-American Commis¬ 
sion on Human Rights took 
apart that version earlier 
this month, saying the fu¬ 
neral pyre simply couldn't 
have happened at the 
small area of a garbage 
dump where prosecutors 
say it did. 

“For me, the parents of 
the students have taught 
us a lesson, about keeping 
hope for change alive,” 
said Carlos Martel, a busi¬ 
ness executive who at¬ 
tended Saturday's march 
with his wife. 

The parents of the missing 
students — many of them 
barely literate farmers — 
marched silently at the 
head of the demonstra¬ 
tion. They have refused to 
accept the government's 
version that their sons are 
dead and have called for 
a new investigation under 
international supervision^

“They had a good day, 
as they've had in many, 
many days throughout 
their career.

After a summer domi¬ 
nated by talk of deflated 
footballs, the Patriots (3-0) 
opened with victories over 
Pittsburgh and Buffalo and 
then proved they weren’t 
looking past the over¬ 
matched Jaguars (1-2). 
Brady became the fourth 
quarterback in NFL history 
to throw for 400 touch¬ 
downs, and he added his 
401st, a 13-yard pass to 
Keshawn Martin late in the 
third quarter. 

By that time, it was 37-10, 
fans were trying to beat 
traffic on Route 1, and the 
Patriots were heading into 
their bye week with a per¬ 
fect record. 

And when it was over, 
Brady had completed 33 
of 42 passes for 358 yards 
while leading New Eng¬ 
land to scores on all nine 
of his drives. (Backup Jim¬ 
my Garoppolo came in to 
kneel down and run out 
the clock on the final pos¬ 
session.) 

“I don’t care whether we 
throw it in or run it in," 
Brady said. "As long as

we're scoring points and 
winning, it's fun for me.” 
Rob Gronkowski caught 
four passes for 101 yards for 
the Patriots. Blount ran for 
78 yards. Julian Edelman 
caught eight passes for 
85 yards. Gostkowski, who 
has led the NFL in points 
for each of the past three 
seasons, added three field 
goals. 

It was the most points ever 
allowed by the Jaguars 
(1-2), who had two injured 
defensive backs inactive 
for the game and lost three 
more during it. 

By the end, cornerback 
Peyton Thompson - who 
wasn’t drafted out of col¬ 
lege and has been cut six 
times in two seasons - was 
playing safety. Nick Mar¬ 
shall, an undrafted rookie 
who played quarterback 
at Auburn, was at corner- 
back. 

“It’s the hardest thing to do. 
We only had three safe¬ 
ties that were active and 
two of them got hurt. That 
means a corner is going to 
play safety,” cornerback 
Davon House said. "You 
are going to play safety 
and you ain't never even 
practiced that position? 
That's tough man." 

Blake Bortles finished 17 
for 33 for 242 yards, with 
two touchdowns and an 
interception. Allen Robin¬ 
son had nine catches for 
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68 yards, but the Jaguars 
gained just 57 yards on 20 
running plays. 

Jacksonville was also 
flagged seven times for 
114 yards, including back- 
to-back pass interference 
penalties in the third quar¬ 
ter. The first cost the Jag¬ 
uars 52 yards; the second 
negated an interception 
and 82-yard return, instead 
putting the Patriots on the 
Jacksonville 1. 

Blount punched it in from 
there to make it 30-3. 

The biggest highlight for 
Jacksonville was a 59-yard 
catch and run from Bortles 
to Allen Hums that made it 
30-10 midway through the 
third quarter. Jacksonville’s 
other touchdown came on 
a 6-yard pass from Bortles 
to Clay Harbor. 

"Obviously, we are play¬ 
ing against an elite football 
team and the best quarter¬ 
back in the league," Jag¬ 
uars linebacker Paul Po- 
sluszny said. "But we also 
made a ton of mistakes on 
our own.” 

Brady completed a 1-yard 
TD pass to Danny Amen¬ 
dola in the second quar¬ 
ter for No. 400, joining 
Peyton Manning, Brett 
Favre and Dan Marino in 
the 400-touchdown club. 
Amendola gave the ball to 
a fan in the front row, but a 
ballboy retrieved it. 

Asked if Brady was upset 
that Amendola didn’t take 
better care of the loot, 
Brady laughed. 

“I don’t care,” said Brady, 
who has an NFL MVP tro¬ 
phy, three for the Super 
Bowl MVP and four NFL 
championship rings in his 
memorabilia collection.

Yankee Stadium over 3 
million for the 17th straight 
year (3,036,446) with four 
home dates left. New York 
went 3 for 19 with runners 
in scoring position, leaving 
the Bronx ballpark without 
much late-season buzz. 
With the Yankees revealing 
Drew has been sidelined 
about 10 days because of 
dizziness and a bad cold, 
Ackley could play a big 
role into the postseason. 
"Whatever happens, 


happens with that. I didn’t 
come over here and 
expect to be handed 
at-bats or anything like 
that,” Ackley said. "I think 
I definitely earned them as 
far as getting pinch hits and 
making some spot starts for 
some guys that needed 
days off ... Just going to 
keep getting ready every 
day and hop for more at- 
bats.” 

Drew has said there has 
been a little improvement 


and he is available, but 
said to play wouldn’t "be 
fair to him or to the” team. 
A top selection by 
the Seattle Mariners in 
2009, Ackley never met the 
lofty expectations, batting 
.243 with 42 homers and 
201 RBIs in five seasons.

For the second straight game, Scotland was in a sticky 
predicament at halftime but recovered to score five 
tries for a bonus-point win in Pool B. This time it was the 
United States that was dispatched, 39-16, in Leeds on 
Sunday. 

“It was a banana skin that we dodged today,” Scot¬ 
land coach Vern Cotter said. 

Using a swarming defense and a strong scrum, the 
Eagles were on course for only their fourth — and eas¬ 
ily most stunning — World Cup win after taking a 13-6 
lead at halftime on prop Titi Lamositele’s try. 

After a four-day turnaround from the 45-10 win over 
Japan, Scotland was being pushed around up front, 
its passing was off and its discipline poor. 

Not so in the second half. 

Just like the Japan game, there was an immediate 
cutting edge to Scotland's play as wingers Tim Visser 
and Sean Maitland, hooker WP Nel, and center Matt 
Scott scored tries in a 23-minute spell to clinch the bo¬ 
nus point by the 65th. Duncan Weir crossed for the 
fifth try on virtually the last play of the game as the 
Americans faded. 

“Something that comes into play is a lot of these guys 
playing don’t have the grind of a professional season, 
playing week in, week out,” U.S. coach Mike Tolkin 
said. “For some of our guys, it’s a real challenge and 
it's something we have to overcome.” 

That will take years, not weeks. So the Eagles are star¬ 
ing at no wins at a World Cup for the fourth time in 
seven editions. They now have a 10-day break before 
playing a rejuvenated South Africa at the Olympic 
Stadium. By then, Scotland — sitting top of the pool 
with a maximum 10 points — may have sealed its spot 
in the quarterfinals, but that will require a victory over 
the Springboks in six days. There are fitness concerns 
over lock Grant Gilchrist and flyhalf Finn Russell, who 
went off injured against the Americans 
Given the relatively short journey south from Scotland, 
it was like a home game for Cotter’s side. The sound 
of kilted bagpipers before kickoff would have made 
the Scots feel even more at home. 

But by halftime, it was the small pockets of American 
fans, waving U.S. flags and chanting “U-S-A, U-S-A,” 
who could be heard more with another Pool B shock 
possible following Japan's stunning win over the 
Springboks on the opening weekend. 

The Eagles’ physicality in defense — something Cotter 
warned of pre-match — was too much for Scotland in 
the first half, as was their reading of predictable back- 
line plays. There were gasps all around Elland Road at 
U.S. winger Takudzwa Ngwenya’s huge hit on Peter 
Horne near the end of the first half. □ 
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Modi touts social media, tech development in Facebook visit

MENLO PARK, Calif. (AP) 

— Indian Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi touted the 
power of social media and 
his own goals for develop¬ 
ing India’s tech economy 
on Sunday, speaking to 
a global audience from 
a “town hall” meeting at 
the headquarters of the 
world’s largest social net¬ 
work. 

Modi also vowed to im¬ 
prove education for girls 
and “bring more women 
into decision-making” in his 
country, while responding 
to a handful of questions 
during a carefully orches¬ 
trated session led by Face- 
book CEO Mark Zucker- 
berg. 

“The strength of social me¬ 
dia today is that it can tell 
governments where they 
are wrong and can stop 
them from moving in the 
wrong direction,” Modi 
said, in remarks translated 
from Hindi by an interpret¬ 
er. 

“We used to have elec¬ 
tions every five years and 
now we can have them 
every five minutes,” added 
Modi, who is known for us¬ 
ing both Facebook and 
Twitter to communicate 


with millions of followers. 
Sunday’s hour-long ses¬ 
sion came during a whirl¬ 
wind tour of Silicon Valley 
that included two days of 
meetings with the CEOs of 


Apple, Google and other 
leading tech companies, 
along with local political 
leaders and an estimated 
18,000 people who were 
expected to attend an 


“Indian community recep¬ 
tion” at a San Jose sports 
arena. 

Modi received a warm 
welcome from about 
1,200 people at the morn¬ 


ing session, which was also 
streamed live on Face- 
book. 

“We are software engi¬ 
neers. This is music to our 
ears,” said 23-year-old Ash- 


na Jain, reacting to Mo¬ 
di’s comments. Like many 
young Indian tech workers 
in the audience, Jain said 
she liked Modi’s goals for 
increasing Internet con¬ 


nectivity and building a 
tech economy because 
she hopes to return home 
to work in India one day. 
Modi in fact struck sev¬ 
eral notes that many tech 


entrepreneurs would ap¬ 
plaud. He said he's work¬ 
ing to reduce government 
regulation of business and 
crisscross the country with 
fiber optic networks. 

But he also scored a human 
note, becoming emotional 
while describing his impov¬ 
erished childhood and his 
mother's efforts to support 
his family by doing menial 
work. “In India, there are 
hundreds of thousands of 
mothers like that,” he add¬ 
ed. 

Modi’s visit to California is 
the first by an Indian head 
of state since Indira Gan¬ 
dhi came to Los Angeles in 
1982, and it's been a rally¬ 
ing event for many of the 
tens of thousands of Indian 
immigrants who work in Sili¬ 
con Valley. 

“We’re pretty hopeful 
about how the coun¬ 
try has progressed under 
him,” said AnkurSadhoo, a 
young Facebook engineer 
who brought his wife to the 
event. 

Modi's fans say they ad¬ 
mire his ambitions for “Digi¬ 
tal India,” a broad program 
of technological and eco¬ 
nomic development, and 
his promise to end gov¬ 
ernment corruption and 
inefficiency .□

Oculus takes aim at mainstream with inexpensive gear, video

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Vir¬ 
tual reality is taking a few 
steps closer to the main¬ 
stream with Samsung un¬ 
veiling a headset that 
brings the technology to 
its latest smartphones at 
half the price of its pre¬ 
vious model, Facebook 
launching support for 
360-degree video, and 
online video services like 
Netflix and Hulu jumping 
into the format. 

The announcements at 


a developers confer¬ 
ence in Los Angeles for 
virtual reality technology 
company Oculus repre¬ 
sent attempts to push the 
platform beyond a video- 
gamer-focused niche. 
Facebook Inc. CEO Mark 
Zuckerberg, who cut a 
deal to buy Oculus for $2 
billion last year, told some 
1,500 conference attend¬ 
ees last week that virtual 
reality is “the next logical 
step” in online sharing af¬ 
ter text, photos and video. 
“In just a few years, VR has 


gone from being this sci¬ 
ence fiction dream to an 
awesome reality,” he said. 
“And now we all here 
have a chance to change 
the way we play, commu¬ 
nicate and collaborate." 
Zuckerberg showed off a 
promo for the upcoming 
“Star Wars" movie show¬ 
ing a speeding vehicle 
zooming over the desert 
landscape of fictional 
planet Jakku. Users can 
look around in any direc¬ 
tion using their mouse as 
the video is playing. 


Samsung said its new virtu¬ 
al reality headset will be 22 
percent lighter and cost 
$99, half the price of its 
previous model. The Gear 
VR, which requires users to 
insert the latest version of 
a Samsung smartphone 
into the headset, will ship 
in November. 

Netflix content is available 
to be viewed in Oculus or 
Samsung headsets start¬ 
ing Thursday, while Hulu 
said it would also bring its 
app to the Oculus plat¬ 
form where users can 


stream 2-D content as well 
as an original virtual real¬ 
ity short film called “The 
Big One,” from YouTube 
star Freddie Wong's Rock- 
etJump production com¬ 
pany. A Hulu launch date 
wasn't announced. 
Meanwhile, Oculus said it 
would begin a certifica¬ 
tion program so consum¬ 
ers can look for a sticker 
that will identify which 
computers support its Oc¬ 
ulus Rift headset, which 
is due to come out early

NEW YORK (AP) — Whenev¬ 
er disaster strikes people run 
for safety. They race out¬ 
side when a house catches 
fire and head to the base¬ 
ment when a tornado tears 
through town. 

And when the stock market 
takes a sudden fall, they sell 
stocks and hide the money 
in cash. 

That’s the move plenty of 
people have made since 
markets went wild this sum¬ 
mer, and the ongoing tur¬ 
bulence has tested aver¬ 
age investors’ ability to stick 
with their financial plans. 
It’s a natural response to 
flee in the face of danger, 
except that when it comes 
to investing, it’s usually the 
wrong one. 

“The only person who gets 
injured on the roller coast¬ 
er is the person who tries 
to jump off in the middle 
of the ride,” said Rob Aus¬ 
tin, director of retirement 
research at Aon Hewitt, 
a human-resources con¬ 
sulting firm. When worries 
about the global economy 
started shaking Wall Street 
last month, organizations 
that track the actions of 
average investors spotted 
a surge of money flowing 
out of the market and into 
cash. Average investors 
pulled a net $9.8 billion out 
of mutual funds targeting 
U.S. stocks and put $9 bil¬ 


lion in the money market 
during the week ending 
August 26, according to 
the Investment Company 
Institute, a trade group. This 
month, some of them seem 
to be taking their cues from 
the market's weekly swings 
- money creeps into U.S. 
funds one week and gets 
pulled the next. 

At the height of the tumult, 
Aon Hewitt noticed more 
workers were shuffling in¬ 
vestments in their 401 (k) 
plans. On August 24, ma¬ 


jor stock indexes suffered 
their worst day in four years 
and “trading activity went 
through the roof,” Austin 
said. The number of trades 
jumped to seven times the 
daily average, as a rush of 
accountholders sold stocks 
and tucked more money in 
cash. Two popular broker¬ 
ages, Charles Schwab and 
E-Trade Financial, said trad¬ 
ing in individual accounts 
set records that day. 
Phones started ringing at 
financial-planning firms as 


clients called for help. Larry 
Ganzell, a 70-year old re¬ 
tiree in Carlsbad, Califor¬ 
nia, was following the mar¬ 
ket’s 4 percent plunge on 
cable business news while 
on the phone with friends, 
many of them also retired 
and living on a fixed in¬ 
come. He noticed a creep¬ 
ing sense of panic. 

“We know there are ups 
and downs in the market,” 
Ganzell said, “but when 
you get to be our age, the 
downs have a tendency to 


be bit more scary." 

Ganzell called his financial 
planning firm, Blankinship & 
Foster, and talked to a few 
of the firm's advisers. Rick 
Brooks, the chief invest¬ 
ment officer, helped settle 
his nerves. Brooks’s advice: 
Turn off the TV and stick to 
your long-term plan. 

“The few folks who called 
in a panic told us that 
their friends were panick¬ 
ing," Brooks said. “It's un¬ 
derstandable if you were 
watching news shows tell¬ 
ing you the sky was falling.” 
Financial planners fre¬ 
quently warn their clients 
against reacting to news 
reports and market swings. 
Fran Kinniry, a principal in 
Vanguard’s investment 
strategy group, said that 
people are susceptible to 
thinking that a sudden turn 
in the market implies some¬ 
thing about the long-term. 
The turbulence that has 
knocked the S&P 500 down 
nearly 8 percent since May 
comes with the territory. It’s 
the risk that comes with the 
reward. 

A wild move in the market 
one week “is not like see¬ 
ing a unicorn," Kinniry said. 
“Stocks are volatile. But 
you're not investing for one 
day or one week, you’re in¬ 
vesting for 10 or 20 years." 
The urge to act when it 
seems your 401 (k) balance 
has sprung a leak is often 
hard to resist. □ 


US home sales slide in August after 3 months of solid gains

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
home sales slid in August 
by the most since January 
as tight supplies and rising 
prices discouraged poten¬ 
tial buyers. 

The National Association of 
Realtors said last week that 
sales of existing homes fell 
4.8 percent from the pre¬ 
vious month to a season¬ 
ally adjusted annual rate of 
5.31 million, the lowest level 
since April. 

That's down from 5.58 mil¬ 
lion in July, which was the 
highest in more than eight 
years. 

Solid job growth and low 
mortgage rates have 
boosted sales 6.2 percent 


in the past year. But the 
median home price has in¬ 
creased 4.7 percent during 
that time, more than dou¬ 
ble the increase in aver¬ 
age hourly pay. That is likely 
pushing more homes out of 
reach for many buyers. 
Sales will likely remain flat 
for much of the rest of the 
year, according to the Re¬ 
altors' group and some pri¬ 
vate economists. The NAR 
forecasts sales will be 5.3 
million this year, the most 
since the recession. 

There were signs of funda¬ 
mental improvement in 
the housing market. First¬ 
time homebuyers, a critical 
source of demand, made 
up 32 percent of sales last 
month, up from 28 percent 


in July. That is still below his¬ 
torical averages of nearly 
40 percent. And foreclo¬ 
sures and short sales — 
where the seller owes more 
than the house is worth — 
fell to the lowest level in 
nearly seven years. 

“Given stronger job growth, 
and low rates that are go¬ 
ing to be sticking around 
for at least a little while lon¬ 
ger, the U.S. housing mar¬ 
ket is still in good shape,” 
Jennifer Lee, an economist 
at BMO Capital Markets. 
Still, Americans looking to 
purchase a home also have 
fewer to choose from: The 
number of available homes 
has fallen 1.7 percent in the 
past 12 months to just 2.29 
million. That is equivalent to 


5.2 months of supply at the 
current sales pace, below 
the six months that is typical 
of a balanced market. 

The competition among 
buyers also pushes prices 
higher. 

Sales fell in the South and 
West, areas with the steep¬ 
est price appreciation. 
Sales were unchanged in 
the Northeast, where price 
gains were smallest. They 
slipped in the Midwest. 
Home sales may remain 
steady in the coming 
months because Federal 
Reserve policymakers last 
Thursday decided against 
raising the short-term inter¬ 
est rate they control. The 
Fed has held its benchmark 
rate at nearly zero since 


December 2008 in an ef¬ 
fort to spur more borrowing 
and spending. 

That has kept mortgage 
rates quite low for most 
of the six years since the 
recession. The rate for a 
30-year fixed mortgage 
averaged just 3.9 percent 
nationwide last week, ac¬ 
cording to mortgage buyer 
Freddie Mac. Home sales 
had plunged to an annual 
rate of just 4 million when 
the Fed pegged its rate to 
zero. 

Still, it’s not clear that a rate 
hike by the Fed — which 
may come at its next meet¬ 
ings in either October or 
December — will have that 
great an impact on sales, 
at least in the short run. □ 
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Nasdaq center aims to build 
relationships with startups

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Nasdaq has long been 
known as the “tech-heavy" stock exchange, where 
some of Silicon Valley's best-known companies have 
gone to sell shares. Now, as it faces stiff competi¬ 
tion from rival exchanges to lure the next hot IPO, it’s 
reaching out to business startups before they go pub¬ 
lic. 

New York-based Nasdaq, through an affiliated foun¬ 
dation, is opening what it calls an “Entrepreneur¬ 
ial Center” Thursday in a trendy commercial district 
south of San Francisco’s Market Street. It’s promis¬ 
ing businesstraining, mentoring and networking op¬ 
portunities for early stage startup founders — maybe 
even the next Mark Zuckerberg or Larry Page. 

“We want to support amazing entrepreneurs, who 
may be starting a company today or their next three 
companies down the line, who will remember the 
things they were taught as part of the Nasdaq com¬ 
munity,” said Nicola Corzine, a veteran startup inves¬ 
tor who will operate the center as its executive direc¬ 
tor. Nasdaq executives say they have a long tradition 
of working with young companies, and the new cen¬ 
ter is open to entrepreneurs in other sectors besides 
tech. Still, it’s no coincidence the center's in a region 
rife with new tech startups. Facebook, Google and 
Apple are all traded on Nasdaq. 

The move comes as Nasdaq’s chief rival, the New 
York Stock Exchange, has increased its outreach to 
the tech sector in recent years and has lured some 
high-profile startups like Twitter, which held its initial 
public offering on the NYSE in 2013. Twitter's decision 
to list on the NYSE came after Facebook’s debut on 
Nasdaq in May 2012 was marred by technical glitch¬ 
es that tarnished the exchange’s reputation. 

“Your competitor always wants to make advances in 
your area of strength, and we also make advances in 
areas that may not have been our strength 10 years 
ago," said Bruce Aust, a vice chairman at Nasdaq 
who is also president of the new center. As an ex¬ 
ample, he said Nasdaq is now home to a number of 
airlines that might have chosen the NYSE in the past. 
“Nasdaq is all about growth companies,” Aust said, 
while downplaying concerns about the rival ex¬ 
change. “So we feel pretty good about our position.” 
Silicon Valley is home to a number of tech “incuba¬ 
tors” and other programs that support new startups, 
sometimes in exchange for equity. Aust said the new 
center will work with those programs while offering 
unique opportunities of its own, such as mentorships 
or informal classes faught by executives at success¬ 
ful Nasdaq companies. Silicon Valley law firm Wilson 
Sonsini, which advises a number of tech companies, 
is one of several sponsors. 

There's no charge for entrepreneurs to participate, 
but they’ll be screened for at least two references 
from advisers, fellow entrepreneurs or even univer¬ 
sity professors, Corzine said. Programs are also open 
to students or recent graduates with ideas for a 
new business. 

The new center fills 13,000 square feet of remodeled 
space that includes meeting areas, a media training 
studio where founders can develop videos to pro¬ 
mote their companies, and a coffee shop for casual 
networking. 

In recent years, some high-profile tech startups like 
Uber, Airbnb and Snapchat have delayed going 
public and opted to continue raising money from 
venture capitalists and other private sourcesO 


China: Weakened but still growing

BEIJING (AP) — President Xi 
Jinping is visiting the United 
States as leader of a China 
whose image of economic 
success has faken a beat¬ 
ing. 

Stock market turmoil and 
a surprise currency de¬ 
valuation fueled fears of a 
Chinese slump with global 
repercussions. But even 
a weaker China still is on 
track to turn in some of the 
world’s strongest growth 
this year. And some indus¬ 
tries including retailing are 
expanding at double-digit 
rates. 

China's 5-year-old slow¬ 
down is self-imposed as the 
ruling Communist Party tries 
to steer the world’s sec¬ 
ond-largest economy to 
more self-sustaining growth 
based on domestic con¬ 
sumption. Steel and con¬ 
struction suffered as fhe 
party put the brakes on an 
investment boom, but as 
job creators they already 
have been supplanted by 
e-commerce, tourism and 
other service industries. 
“Those touting China’s sud¬ 
den fragility are either ex¬ 
aggerating current prob¬ 
lems or have entirely missed 
the slowdown of the past 
several years," said China 
Beige Book, a U.S. research 
firm, in a report fhis week. 
It said China’s image might 
be “more thoroughly di¬ 
vorced from facts on the 
ground” than at any time 
since it began conduct¬ 
ing surveys of the country's 
economy five years ago. 

Xi started his U.S. visit Tues¬ 
day with a stop in Seattle 
to meet business leaders 
and visit Boeing Co. and 
Microsoft Corp. On Thurs¬ 
day, he goes to Wash¬ 
ington to meet President 
Barack Obama. 

This year, Beijing is expect¬ 
ed to report growth of 6.5 
percent to 7 percent. That 
is down from last year’s 
7.3 percent but more than 
double the 3.1 percent 
forecast for the U.S. by the 
International Monetary 
Fund. Only India is expect¬ 
ed to grow faster at 7.5 
percent. 

The slowdown came as 
no surprise: Economists 
warned nearly a decade 


ago the model based on 
trade and investment that 
delivered three decades 
of growth had run out of 
steam. Communist leaders 
told the public to prepare 
for wrenching change. 

A falling growth rate also is 
a symptom of China's suc¬ 
cess. Its economy passed 


Japan's in size in 2009 and 
since then has added an¬ 
other 1 V 2 Japans to its 
output. That means China 
needs to generate twice 
as much additional eco¬ 
nomic activity to keep 
growing at the same per¬ 
centage rate. 

Some forecasters suggest 
Beijing overstates growth 
and the true rate might be 
as low as 5 percent. Even 
at that level, China will add 
almost one Indonesia to its 
economy this year. 
Weakness in shipbuilding, 
construction and heavy 
industry are signs of prog¬ 
ress in Beijing's campaign 
to transform a nation of 
farmers and factory work¬ 
ers info a consumer-driven 
economy and creator of 
technology. 

E-commerce, restaurants 
and other services for Chi¬ 
na’s own consumers ac¬ 
counted for 41.7 percent 
of employment in the lat¬ 
est quarter, well ahead of 
manufacturing's 34.7 per¬ 
cent, according to gov¬ 
ernment data. 

Retail sales grew by 10.4 
percent in August. E-com- 
merce grew at twice that 
rate, generating new jobs 
in logistics and delivery ser¬ 
vices. 


Business at Tiantian Express, 
a delivery company in the 
eastern city of Qingdao, 
has tripled over the past 
year, according to its op¬ 
erations manager. Sun 
Qiang. He said its work¬ 
force doubled in size to 
150. 

“There is sfill big room for 


growth,” said Sun. 

Faith in China’s ability to 
surge ahead while the rest 
of the world struggled was 
shaken by the collapse of 
a stock price bubble. Yet 
the economic meltdown 
many feared never mate¬ 
rialized. 

That was due to the fact 
that, unlike stock markets 
in the United States or Eu¬ 
rope, China's has few links 
to what communist leaders 
call “the real economy.” 
The biggest publicly trad¬ 
ed companies are state- 
owned, so traders make 
decisions based on official 
policy and availability of 
credit. 

Only about 7 percent of 
Chinese households own 
stocks, which is a frac¬ 
tion of levels in the United 
States, Europe or Japan, so 
losses had little impact on 
consumer spending. 

After its plunge, the Shang¬ 
hai Composite Index still 
is up 42 percent from one 
year ago, underpinned by 
a multibillion dollar govern¬ 
ment intervention to sup¬ 
port prices. The Standard 
& Poor's 500 index of U.S. 
stocks is down 4.4 percent. 
Exports are far weaker than 
expected, raising the risk of 
job losses and unrest.Q

‘Modern-day pirate’: 

Kim Dotcom's words now used against him

AUCKLAND, New Zealand 
(AP) — Prosecutors say 
Kim Dotcom and his col¬ 
leagues sometimes rev¬ 
eled in their role as “mod¬ 
ern-day pirates,” discussed 
how to thwart the justice 
system, and joked that a 
judge would one day real¬ 
ize how “evil” they were. 
The much-delayed ex¬ 
tradition hearing for Dot¬ 
com and three others who 
owned or helped run the 
website Megaupload be¬ 
gan in Auckland this week 
in a case that could have 
broader implications for In¬ 
ternet copyright rules. 
Megaupload was shut 
down by U.S. authorities in 
early 2012, but not before 
prosecutors claim it raked 
in some $175 million, mainly 
from people who flocked 
to the site to illegally down¬ 
load movies. 

Dotcom has been listen¬ 
ing to the arguments while 
slowly swiveling in his black 
leather armchair, a con¬ 
cession by the judge to his 
bad back. Parked outside 
the court is a remnant from 
the high-rolling lifestyle 
Dotcom long embraced 
— a black Mercedes SUV 
with the vanity plate “kim. 
com.” Federal authorities 
have charged Dotcom 
and the others with conspir¬ 
acy to commit copyright 
infringement, racketeering 
and money laundering. A 
summary of the U.S. case 
is being presented by New 
Zealand lawyers as the U.S. 
attempts to extradite the 
men to face trial in Virginia. 


Lawyer Christine Gordon 
told a judge this week that 
after Dotcom launched 
Megaupload in 2005, it 
grew to become so popu¬ 
lar that each day 50 million 
people used the site, suck¬ 
ing up 4 percent of all In¬ 
ternet traffic. 

“This was a big fraud but 
conducted in a fairly sim¬ 
ple manner,” she said. 
“Behind the scenes, the 


respondents admitted 
their business broke the 
law. Sometimes they en¬ 
joyed the fact they were 
making their money by 
breaking the law," she 
said. “Sometimes they 
worried about protection, 
and pondered what ac¬ 
tion they should take to, 
and I’m quoting here Mr. 
Dotcom’s words, ‘counter 
the justice system.’” 

That some people used 
the site for illegally down¬ 
loading movies is not in 
dispute. The real question 
is the extent to which Dot¬ 
com and the others knew 
about this activity, and 
whether or not they en¬ 
couraged it. Prosecutors 
are trying to use the men's 
own words against them, 
after some of their online 
chatter was intercepted 
by the FBI. Sometimes, 
Gordon said, they joked 
about being pirates, or 
how their site wasn't to¬ 
tally “legit," or how they 
weren’t “the dumb pipe 
we claim to be. "□

Scientists: Drought stressing California’s giant sequoias

SEQUOIA NATIONAL PARK, 
Calif. (AP) — Giant Sequoi¬ 
as growing in California’s 
Sierra Nevada are among 
the largest and oldest liv¬ 
ing things on earth, but 
scientists climbing high up 
into their green canopies 
say they are seeing symp¬ 
toms of stress caused by 
the state's historic drought. 
Patches of brown, dead 
foliage are appearing 
more than in past years, 
say researchers studying 
the iconic trees, which only 
grow naturally in the Sierra 
Nevada. By taking stock of 
groves that are most vul¬ 
nerable, scientists say they 
can better manage the 
forest through the hotter, 
drier droughts expected in 
the future. 

“They’re beautiful, majestic 
trees,” said Koren Nydick, 
a National Park Service 
ecologist and part of the 
research team focused on 


the treasured trees. “Peo¬ 
ple come from all over the 
world to see the Giant Se¬ 
quoias.” Some living more 
than 3,000 years, Giant Se¬ 
quoias grow to nearly 300 


feet tall. There are other 
trees that live longer and 
some that grow taller, but 
researchers say the Giant 
Sequoias are unique for 
their size and longevity. 


Roughly 75 distinct groves 
that grow mostly in the 
southern Sierra Nevada 
were critical to founding 
the Sequoia National Park 
120 years ago. They have 


endured past wildfires and 
droughts, but Nydick said 
this fourth year of drought 
in California is marked by a 
record-low snow pack and 
some of the hottest tem¬ 
peratures recorded in the 
park. The data they col¬ 
lect will be another impor¬ 
tant piece of information 
helping forestry officials to 
identify which groves need 
to be thinned through pre¬ 
scribed burns to allow in 
more sunlight and give 
certain trees a larger share 
of the scarce underground 
water. Nydick said that a 
single tree can require up 
to 800 gallons a day. 
Anthony Ambrose, a tree 
biologist with the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley, 
hiked deep into the Giant 
Forest east of Visalia one 
day recently and dropped 
his heavy backpack 
stuffed with a climbing har¬ 
ness and 600 feet of rope. 
“I'll be climbing this tree,” 
he saidO 


Environmentalists ask court to stop Hawaii tuna quota shift

HONOLULU (AP) — Environ¬ 
mentalists this weekend 
asked a federal judge to 
stop the National Marine 
Fisheries Service from al¬ 
lowing Hawaii-based fish¬ 
ermen to attribute some 
of the bigeye tuna they 
catch to U.S. territories. 
They argue the agency is 
enabling the fishermen to 
circumvent international 
agreements aimed at 
controlling the overfishing 
of a popular tuna species 
known as ahi. 

Earthjustice attorney Da¬ 
vid Henkin told U.S. District 
Court Judge Leslie Ko- 
bayashi the fisheries ser¬ 
vice acted illegally when 
it created a framework al¬ 
lowing Hawaii longline fish¬ 
ermen to record some of

their catch as having been 
caught by fishermen in 
Guam, the Northern Mari¬ 
ana Islands and American 
Samoa. 

“This is allowing them to 
fish without limits,” Henkin 
said of Hawaii fishermen 
during a hearing in federal 
court for a motion Earthjus¬ 
tice filed on behalf of the 
Conservation Council for 
Hawaii and other environ¬ 
mental groups. 

Bradley Oliphant, a U.S. 
Justice Department attor¬ 
ney who argued on behalf 
of the fisheries service, said 
the agency carefully stud¬ 
ied the environmental ef¬ 
fects of the quota transfer. 
He said the arrangement 
meets the requirements of 
U.S. fisheries and environ¬ 
mental laws. 

The 26-member nation 


Western and Central Pa¬ 
cific Fisheries Commission, 
which regulates fishing 
from east and southeast 
Asia to waters around Ha¬ 
waii, set a limit of about 
3,500 metric tons for Hawaii 
longline fishermen this year. 
That’s about 7 percent less 
than last year. 

The National Marine Fisher¬ 
ies Service enforces these 
limits in the U.S. This year, 
the Hawaii fishery reached 
its annual limit in August, 
several months earlier than 
in the past. 

The agency has also pro¬ 
posed rules that would al¬ 
low Hawaii longline fisher¬ 
men to bring in more big¬ 
eye tuna by shifting some 
of their catch to territorial 
fleets, which do not face 
the same limits from the 
commission. □

office fracker Rentrak, not¬ 
ed that the film capitalized 
on early excitement for 
Halloween. It’s also serv¬ 
ing an audience eager for 
more family friendly ani¬ 
mated content. 

“This year hasn’t been 
oversaturated with fam¬ 
ily animated films, it seems 
like virtually all have done 
well," he said. 

The film, which cost around 
$80 million to make, fea¬ 
tures the voices of Adam 
Sandler, Mel Brooks, Selena 
Gomez and Kevin James 
and is the only animated 
feature on the market un¬ 
til “Peanuts” opens in No¬ 
vember. 

“The Intern,” a PG-13 rated 
workplace comedy star¬ 
ring Anne Hathaway and 
Robert De Niro, took sec¬ 
ond with a solid $18.2 mil¬ 
lion.

NEW YORK (AP) — First lady 
Michelle Obama intro¬ 
duced a new campaign 
focusing on education for 
girls, Nobel Peace Prize 
winner Malala Yousafzai 
earned loud applause for 
her striking speech and Be¬ 
yonce was energetic dur¬ 
ing her live performance 
at the 2015 Global Citizen 
Festival. 

The multihour event held 
on the Great Lawn in New 
York’s Central Park also 
featured Vice President 
Joe Biden, Flugh Jackman, 
Bono, Leonardo DiCaprio 
and Pearl Jam, who closed 
the event with a rocking 
performance. 

Obama first appeared in 
a video promoting the 62 
Million Girls campaign, but 
she later walked onstage 
after Beyonce introduced 
her following her perfor¬ 
mance. 

“Let's give it up for the 
amazing Beyonce,” 

Obama said. “I am thrilled 
to be here tonight ... 
and honored to follow a 


woman who I admire and 
adore.” 

Obama said she has trav¬ 
eled the world and met 


with young women who 
have not had a chance 
to receive an education. 
She asked the audience to 
tweet photos of themselves 
with the hashtag #62Mil- 
lionGirls and say what you 
learned in school. Obama 
said she learned how to 
“speak up” in school. 


“Right now 62 million girls 
are not in school ... they 
deserve the same chanc¬ 
es to get an education as 


my daughters and your 
daughters,” she told the 
feverish audience, who 
cheered her on. 

President Barack Obama 
also appeared in a video 
at the event, in its fourth 
year and aimed at ending 
poverty around the world. 
The festival is timed to coin¬ 


cide with the U.N. General 
Assembly meeting, and 
fans earned free tickets by 
taking actions to end pov¬ 


erty on globalcitizen.org. 
Yousafzai, the 18-year-old 
Pakistani activist, was pas¬ 
sionate as she spoke about 
fighting for the right for 
all children to receive an 
education. “I want educa¬ 
tion to be the top priority 
because how can we end 
poverty ... when we deny 


the right to education,” she 
said. “It’s not that there is 
lack of money in this world 
... we have billions and tril¬ 
lions of dollars, but where 
the money goes is military, 
it's things that are useless 
and that are not useful to 
society." 

“It is a book and a pen 
that can change the life 
of a child — it’s not a gun,” 
Yousafzai added. “It was 
a gun that hit me on the 
left side of my forehead, it 
was a gun that hit my two 
friends, but it wasn't a pen. 
But it was a pen (that) re¬ 
ally helped us go forward 
in our lives.” 

The event, which aired 
on MSNBC, was hosted 
by Stephen Colbert, Kerry 
Washington, Salma Flayek 
Pinault, Olivia Wilde and 
other top celebrities. Usher, 
Jason Sudeikis, Laverne 
Cox, Katie Holmes, Face- 
book CEO Mark Zucker- 
berg and Bill and Melinda 
Gates also attended the 
event, along with multiple 
world leaders, including 
U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon. □

During a break in the auc¬ 
tion, actress and model 
Dakota Johnson intro¬ 
duced Blondie singer Deb¬ 
bie Harry, calling her “my 
personal perception of 
cool.” 

Harry, looking fabulous 
in a snug black sequin 
dress and sunglasses with 
her trademark splash of 
blonde hair, asked if any 
of the tailors in the room 
could help her guitarist, 
who had ripped his pants. 
He lifted his leg gamely to 
show the tear. 

As Harry, now 70, belted 
out “Heart of Glass” and 
“Call Me,” some in the 
fashion crowd couldn’t re¬ 
sist the beat and danced 
by their dinner tables. 

“I have always supported 
amfAR from the very be¬ 
ginning. I think it is very 


worthwhile, they’ve had
